The meeting was called to order by Chairman Ballam at 1:30 

The following members were present: Totman, O’Neil, 
Watkinson, Turner, Clark, Stearns, Cournoyer, Desmarais, 
Haley, Keating, Terrill, McCullough, F. J. Bennett, Brown, 
Faulkner, Miskelly, Kretowicz, Pickett, Allen, Hackler, Cone- 
don, Ballam, Wildey, Frost, Sawyer, Forbes, Tolman, Eaton 
and Swett. 

Mr. Frost moved that the meeting be in Executive session 
for the time being and it was so voted.

New Construction and Equipment: 


~ County Farm, new equipment: It was moved by Mr. Me- 
Cullough and seconded by Mr. Turner to accept the Budget 
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figure of $4,824. instead of $4,094. as printed. The motion was 
passed after explanation by Mr. McGirr that the printed 
estimate was found insufficient to provide a larger bulk milk 
tank than had been previously thought necessary, exchanging 
the present outmoded ambulance for another, new chain saw 
and other incidental items. 


County Farm, Special Repairs: It was moved by Mr. Me- 
Cullough, seconded by Mr. Turner to accept the Budget figure 
of $3,590. as printed. It was explained by the Commissioners 
that the estimate received from the County Farm for special 
repairs was overlooked at the Executive Committee meeting 
resulting in an inadequate figure being printed for this item. 
Mr. McC ullough sell moveds seconded by Mr. Allen, to in- 
crease this amount to $7,000. instead of $3,590. This was passed 
by a vote of 15 to 11 after much discussion. It was then moved 
by Mr. Desmarais and seconded by Mr. O’Neil to reconsider 
this motion.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County : 

In keeping with the statutes of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, the Commissioners present their annual report for the 
vear 1961. 

There have been approximately sixty children on the 
County Board and Care list throughout the year. Many of these 
ehildren, most of whom are in foster homes outside of Keene, 
have been brought in for medical and optical attention and a 
few have been taken to Hanover by our County Visitor. 
Adults from the families on relief have been transported to 
clinics. Calls for aid have increased a great deal during the 
past year due to the unemployment situation throughout the 
area. Aid to Dependent Soldiers’ families have to be kept en- 
tirely separate from Regular Relief, and we are having more 
servicemen’s families than people applying for Regular Relief. 

Old Age Assistance has increased and there are now 
forty-six on County Old Age Assistance. We have five receiving 
Aid to the Permanently and Totally Disabled. 

Surplus foods were distributed from the old Armory on 
Washington Street from March Ist on. We distribute the first 
and third Thursday and Friday of each month, and it has 
taken five people to handle the distribution. Every town has 
participated, and 1648 people have received surplus commodi- 
ties during that time. Some towns are making more use of this 
than others. 

Many improvements have been made at the County 
Farm including a new garage for the storing of the county 
trucks and tractors. We are now employing a full time ear- 
penter and maintenance man which has helped keep some of 
our repair costs considerably lower. 

A great deal of credit should be given Mr. and Mrs. MeGirr 
for the improvements made at the Maplewood Hospital and 
Home. The Commissioners appreciate their splendid coopera- 
tion. 


The cooperation and help of all the county employees has 
been very much appreciated.

The recommendation is being made to all of the Counties 
that due to the increasing amount of funds received at the 
County Institutions, the Superintendents of the County Farms 
should be bonded. It is therefore recommended that a surety 
bond in the amount of $10,000.00 be obtained for the Superin- 
tendent of the County Farm in Cheshire County.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners we hereby 
submit our annual report for the year ending December 31, 
1961, for the Maplewood Hospital and Home. 


While the year was studded with illness of key personnel, 
again may we say that definite progress has been made, both 
in the plant and the farm, with more plans for the years 
ahead. | would lke to mention Mr. Tudor Richards of the 
County Forestry Dept. who has guided our woods effort and 
Mr. Edward Comerford, our County Agent, who has lent a 
helpful hand. 


The past year saw the erection of a much needed silo at 
the upper farm, assuring the beef and young stock of ample 
silage storage. The saw mill is operating at its new site, turn- 
ing out some much needed planking for our own use here on 
the farm. 


We have made extensive repairs to our water mains by the 
installation of two large six inch valves and by the extension 
of the main to allow a straight flush of the main to the brook. 
At this time new pipes were installed leading to the new garage, 
hen house, ete. We did have another serious break in the 
water main near the 14 acre lot which caused some inconven- 
ience but repairs were promptly made. The reservoir was 
drained, scrubbed and cleaned. For the first time this was 
accomplished in one day. During the past year three filters 
have been added, one for the hospital and two for the remainder 
of the plant. You, the Commissioners, know what a problem 
the silt in our water has posed in the past. 


A new bulk tank has been installed in the dairy. Our cows 
showed a very satisfactory production gain this past year. 
The new State law regarding the servine of milk has caused 
quite a rise in food costs, due to the packaging. Further study 
will be given this item this coming year. 


Our hospital unit continues to operate at full capacity 
with a waiting list. The House of Correction has had a heavy 
turn over this past year with our house count for both jail and 
house of correction numbering thirty-two at peak periods. 


We must add a sorrowful note at this point when we 
mention our beautiful shade trees. Three of them had to be 
removed this past vear. The residents have enjoyed their cool 
shade for these many years. We certainly will replant new ones 
as soon as possible. 
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To sum up this report to you Gentlemen, we feel we have 
had a very suecessful year. Visitors continue to tell us how 
proud they are of the institution. We know that this pleases 
vou as it does us. 


May we thank the clergy of all faiths for our spiritual 
care, Dr. O’Connor, Dr. Buttrick, and Dr. Murray Jr. (who is 
now with the U.S. Air Force for a short time), and our hospital 
staff for their care of our patients. 


To the personnel at the Court House, Sheriff Walker and 
his department, the County Attorney, Dr. Grimes, the many 
organizations who thoughtfully remembered us at Christmas, 
and you, the Commissioners, the residents of the hospital and 
- home join Mrs. MeGirr and myself in thanking you most sin- 
cerely.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY ATTORNEY 





To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners of Cheshire 
County: 


As County Attorney for the County of Cheshire I am sub- 
mittine my report for the first ten months of the year 1961. 
The reason that this report covers but ten months is because my 
resignation became effective as of October 31st, 1961. 


In my report for the year 1960 I noted that it was an 
exceptionally active year for the office of County Attorney. 
I did not know at the time that the year 1961 was going to 
approximately double the work of the year 1960. 


In my opinion the work of the County Attorney in the 
past vear has become so strenuous I think that in the near 
future that it might be wise if the County Delegation looked 
into the possibility of giving the County Attorney more money 
in the form of salary and, at the same time, requiring more 
office time, to be exclusively devoted to the County business. — 


At this time I would like to thank all of the members of 
the Delegation, the Commissioners, and other County officers 
for their interest in my office. I would especially like to say 
at this time that were it not for the cooperation and help that 
I received from the Sheriff’s office that I would have been re- 
quired to spend even more time than was necessary in the 
prosecution of the cases that were investigated and processed. 


IT am outlining a lst of most of the cases that were pro- 
cessed by this office for the past ten months. It is interesting 
to note that this number of cases that reached the Superior 
Court averaged out to be approximately one hundred. All of 
the cases that were able to be tried were tried this term but 
there is still a backlog of criminal cases waiting, due to the 
fact that the criminals were either out of state or in jail and 
not available at this time.

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FIRE MUTUAL AID SYSTEM 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners and the Voters 
of Cheshire County : 


The Fire record for the Year 1961 again clearly illustrates 
the continually inereasing value of the County Fire Two-way 
Radio Network and the Fire Mutual Aid System which are 
rendering excellent service to our citizens in the Fire fighting 
and emergency fields. 


The County Control Base Station, operated by the Perman- 
ent men of the Keene Fire Department, logged 2,808 Fire and 
Kmergency messages during 1961. Mutual Aid assistance was 
requested at 44 fires and 218 pieces of Fire Apparatus were dis- 
patched to assist the local department in combatting the fires 
while an additional 37 units were moved to “cover-in” at 
emptied Station Houses. The importance of the latter phase of 
our Mutual Aid plan is noted in the fact that on six occasions 
the “Cover-in” units were dispatched to extinguish fires with- 
in the Town they were temporarily protecting. 


The largest loss of the year was the Lake Spofford Hotel. 
In addition to the local department, Mutual Aid dispatched 14 
pieces of fire apparatus, more than 200 firemen and two 
ambulances. This was the first instance that Aerial Ladder 
trucks have been used under the Mutual Aid Plan. Brattle- 
boro, Vt. sending an 85’ Ladder and Meadowood County Area 
responding with their new 65’ Ladder. The Meadowood De- 
partment, under a plan of providing specialized fire and rescue 
equipment for the County Area, has made available to all De- 
partments this Aerial Ladder truck as well as all other equip- 
ment. This equipment responds to twelve Towns automatically 
for all building fires immediately upon notification from the 
Dispatch Center. 


Additional Radio equipment purchased and put into 
service by the member Towns has brought the retail value of 
the Radio network in excess of $150,000. 


The County Base Station and the Repeater Station are 
both equipped with Automatic starting auxiliary power gen- 
erators. These were pressed into service many times during 
the late fall and early winter because of public utility power 
failures. The fuel storage has been increased to 400 Ibs., LP 
vas at each location to insure service in the event of prolonged 
power failures. ji 
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I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Commissioners, their Office Staff, N. H. District Forest Fire 
Chief, N. H. Civil Air Patrol and the County Sheriff for their 
fine assistance and cooperation during the vear. It has been a 
pleasure working with them.
